CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET.

CmcAao, Mareh ¥0,.--|Speelal Telegram to
the BEe.]—=Wheat was steady to-aay at a
slightly lower range than that ruling yester-
day. The market was very dull and price
fluctuations were within the narrow limits
of K@% during the long session. The
opening trades were g@ e off as compared
with yesterday's closiug. Nothing trans-
pired to arouse a spirit of speculation through-
out the whole day and the volume of trans-
actions was very small, Cables were quiet—
nelther strong nor weak—and domestic news
was unexciting. A good deal is being writ-
ten on the subject of crop aamage, but as yet
this sort of gossip has not been of a character
o create a sense of general alarm. The pos-
sible requirements of the old world between
now and the 1st of September is the all ab-
sorbing theme of discussion and speculation
mmmong grain merchants and speculators,
Bulls and bears alike are fortified by
statistics without hmit and by arguments
and deductions absolutely convineing. 1t
Is singular that with this  weather
and the statistical lore In reach of everyhody,
that there is not more harmony of opinion,
but every addition to the general store of
knowledie seemnd only to Intensify the dark-
ness and increase the prevalling confusion,
Incontrovertible proof is advanced that Eu-
rope will be obliged to take anywhere from
40,000,000 to 50,000,000 bushels of American
wheat before the new erop becomes available
or starve to death, Testimony mluaily s
strong s ivmﬂ'cr@tl that Europe will be en-
tirely independent of America inside of
sixty days and that the markets of the old
world will then be liternlly detuged and over-
whelmed with Indian, Russian and other
foreign wheants, Meanwhile a moderate de-
gree of activity 1s observable In the export
trade, nnd our wheat and flour continues
to tloat out upon the ocean, New
York und other domestic markets are
gulet and bad no news to vyolunteer
to-day. The only item of fresh intelligence
that came to hand this forenoon was a cable
that the ofticial estimiates showed a prospec-
tive 25 per cent deliciency in “lmportant
provinees” in Indis—the provinees not
named, The market hardened somewhat on
this news, but there were no heavy dealings
on the strength of it. ‘The corn market
Aragged quite heavily and the general tone
was one of weakness, The large stocks, lip-
ernl receipts and lack of speculative demand,
together with the downward trend of the
cash market eansed a dull feell.n{; and dealers
appear to be euing‘timl of their load. Oats
were decldedly weak in all branches of trade
to-day, eash and near delivery showinga
break of about 4o, while May and June de-
clined Y@'ge. Dullness was about the
only noticeable feature in the provision
market. The day all told was not only one
of the s!owmﬁ but one of the most unevent-
1ul experienced in the pit for some time past.
